The Ocean Derby of the New York Yacht
Club.

From the N. Y. Herald,
THE SAILING REGULATIONS,

A stakebont wae anchored abreast of the lower
landing, known as Vanderblit's, Staten Island,
about 250 yards from the shore, and another in
an easterly line, about three-quarters of a mile
from the shore. Between these stakeboats the
echooners anchored in line, about fifty yards
apart. The firet-class sloopg anchored in the
same manner, fifty yards apart, about 150 yards
south of the schooners.

In taking position each yacht selected ils own
in the order of its arrival, at the anchorage.
The committee boat did not undertake to tow
yachta into position. Mainsails, foresails, and
topsalle were eet betore starting. The signal
for preparing to starl was one gun from the
committee steamer, and after a brief interval
the signal for startivg was a second gun from
the same sleamer.

THE COURSE WAS
from the anchorage to the buoy on the South-
west Hpit, passing it to the west and south,
thence to the Lightship, rounding it to the
northward and eastward, returning over the
Eame course, passing to the east, going and re-
turning, of all'the buoys on the west bank, viz.,
No. 18, No. 11, and No. 9, and to the westward
of the inner flaghoal off Vanderbilt’s landing.
THE PRIZES.

The programme embraced seveh magnificent
prizes, two of them being open to all American
yachta for competition under certain regnla-
tions. First on the list were the club prizes,
being as follows:—

One for schuoners Of the valae of §250
One for first-class slocps, Of the value of 100
One for second-class sloops. .. ... Of the value of 100

After the start was made the spectacle was
beautiful, and the crafts, with an aggregate of
tens of thousandsof spectators enjoying thesight,
dotted the bay on every hand. All this time the
Magic was doing excellently, and just outside
the Narrows there was a little sharp work be
tween her and the Tidal Wave, which were
closely together. The Magic came down on the
bow of the Tidal Wave with the lotention of
crogeing il, but falled, yet continued until the
Tidal Wave was compelled to come up in the
wind to avold a colligion. The Magle went about
and the Tidal Wave lost nearly all her headway,
and was set off to leeward. Shooting out from
the Narrows In a line astern of the Magic was'
the Tidal Wave, soon recovering her lost ground
from the former's manwmuvre; then the Palmer,
that was fast overhauling them, and salling so
well that many were surprised.

THE HOMESTRETCH,

It was now a free wind to the point off SBandy
Hook, and ballpon jibs wers set. Passing that
the Tidal Wave still showed her salling qualities
and headed the fleet; then the Palmer, Colum-
bia, Magic, Waunderer, Idler, the two latter
struggling for the leading position. They ap-
peared splendldly, with a cloud of canvas and
topeails t.owarlnf: aloft. Approaching the South-
west Bpit buoy, it was feared that the mistake in
running down might be repeated by soms of the
yachts, and It was; the Tidal Wave, Palmer,
Lolumbls. and Magic, now the leading boats,
rounding it as before, the Columbla throwing
away her chance of victory by the error, as she
rounded the Spit buoy correelfyin salling down.

RAILROAD WAR AT BLOOMFIELD,N.J.

———

The Peaple Reslst the Montelalr Com-
pany’s Encronchments — A Successful
Contest,

A serious affalr occurred at Bloomfleld, N. J.,
eslerday morning, the entire population turn-
g out st a given signal te reslst the encroach-

mente of the Moniclair Railroad Company.
This company had determined upon building a
bridge of 50 feet span across Broad street, in
that village, a liftle above the old Presbyterian
Chureh, while the street 1s at present 86 feet wide,
To this proposition the villagers objected, on the

round that it would destroy the beauty of their
thoroughfare. About six weeks since the em-
ployes of the road began the work of tearing up
the plank-walks of the street, but the Buperin-
tendent of Roads interfered and the work ceased.
It was understood, however, that the work
had not been wholly abandoned, and the
citizens agreed that, should it be agaln
renewed, the bell of the Presbyterian Church
should be rong and the cltizens alarmed.
At 0 o'clock A. M. yesterday the bell pealed
forth, and in half an hour about four hundred
citizens had assembled al the spot where it was
intended to erect the bridge. There they found
all the materials for the erection of the strue-
ture. During the J)rmluun night the rallroad
compnany bad cansed lumber to be taken thither,
ae well as a large derrick, which the citizens
found ready for use, and the other tools
necessary for the work. A gang of laborers
were on hand, too, guarded by a force of speeial
officers, under the direction of Robert A. Hag-
gerty, the company's special detective. But
the people made shorl work of i, although no
blowe were given on either side. Ag soon as
the laborers succeeded in digging a trench, a
dozen of the people would jump In, and defy
the laborers 1o eject them. Oihers of the work-
men were Kept from their labor by force. Thus
the battle continued, untii finally an armistice
wae declared, through the efforts of Bheriff
Teed, who was lmmediately summoned by the
railroad company. The citizens gained the vie-
tory for the present, and they seem determined
to maintain their position.

The people declare that the object of the rail-
road company in building a bridge of such nar-
row epan 18 to retaliate upon them because they
refused to bond the townshifp in favor of the
road. With the exception of slight brulses to
some of the laborers, no person was injured,
except one of the contractors, Henry C. Bpaunld-
Ing, who was accidentally trampled upon by the
excited crowd, and had one of his ribs broken.
He was sitting on a stone, which he declared
should not be removed, when the crowd seized
upon bhim, knocking him over. Manv regrets
are heard on all sides over this unfortunate ac-
cident. The company had expected to have the
bridge com 1Iclatr by last evening.—N. Y.
Tribune to-day.
